The ¡State Board of Control says 
the state owns 500 passenger cars.

To* $122 408 *,hat the state paid 
out for oil and gasoline for its 
own cars last year was insignifi­ 
cant compared to it» allowance to 
state employes for use of their 
own cars.

• Take the Profit out of War” 
is the aim of legislation introduc­ 
ed by Senator Tom Connally to­ 
day in Congress. Through taxa­ 
tion, the Connally measure drafts 
mdutry and wealth and effective­ 
ly prevents war-time profiteering.

vrar, 
increased 
tax 
rates and reduced exemptions for 
individuals 
would 
automatically 
become effective. Personal exemp­ 
tions would be lowered to $800 
and $1.600 for single and married

Uncle George W Luker. 92, one 
of the oldest men in Comanche 
County and one of the few surviv­ 
ing Confederate Veterans, died at 
the home of his son, C. F. Luker 
in the Graham Chapel Commun­ 
ity.
